MR. PITTMAN’S REPORT READY 


Shows Sixty-Five Dwelling Houses To 
Have Been Built During the 
Month, 


eo 


There were more buildings erected in 
Atlanta last month than were ever erected 
before in a single month in the history of 
this city. The building inspector has been 
kept continually on the move, and has done 
more work than in any month since he has 
held office. 

The report for April was completed yes- 
terday morning and ghows that $156,723 
worth of building was done during the 
month of April, 

The report shows that there were 105 
buildings erected. Out of the 105 buildings, 
sixty-five of them were dwelling houses. 
The cost of the dwellings was $71,921, which 
makes them average over $1,000 apiece. 

The larger portion of the building was 
done in the second ward, the number being 
twenty-six dwelling houses, the 
which will amount to $26,854. 

The most expensive building for which 
a permit was given during the month was 
the George S. Lowndes building, which 
costs $30,000. This building will be erected 
on North Pryor street, directly in the rear 
of the First Methodist church. The build- 
ings in the third, fourth and fifth wards 
for which building permits were granted 
are mostly cheap one-story buildings. The 
better Class of buildings, says Inspector 
Pittman, are being erected in the sixth and 
seventh wards. Permits were granted for 
Only three buildings in the seventh ward, 
but these will average about $3,000 apiece. 

The largest number of permits granted 
in any one month before was in October, 
is¥o, When seventy-one permits were grant- 
ed. Since that time up till April, the rush 
in the office of the building inspector was 
not so great, but the buildings erected were 
most!y business edifices costing a large 
Sum of money. : 

The month of April Was entirely a dwell- 
ing house month. Every one seemed to be 
anxious to erect a new house. In one day 
the inspector granted thirteen permits, 
all for one-story houses. The rush on him 
has been so great that he Was compelled to 
lengthen his office hours in order to meet 
the demands of the people. 

In July of last year the council and chief 
of tire department saw that buildings were 
being put up in such a poor mannar and 
so little attention was being paid to the 
building ordinance that it would be ab- 
solutely necessary to appoint an inspector 
who would inspect all new buildings and see 
that the building laws were rigidly en- 
forced. Mr. Frank Pittman was accord- 
ingly appcinted to fill the Office, and a 
better man could not have been found. Be- 
ing an old builder and one who thoroughly 
understands the business, he has been able 
to give his whole time and attention Lo 
the business of his office, and by his hard 
work he has made the office one of the most 
important in the city. 

The business of the building inspector is 
to inspect all new buildings, and see that 
they are built in compliance with the build- 
ing laws of the city and to see that all 
the flues are of the regulation kind. He con- 
demns buildings that are dangerous, and 
those that are erected in the fire limits 
without complying with the fire laws. 

Mr. Pittman for a time had a great deal 
of trouble in getting people to obtain per- 
mits. They either thought that the per- 
mits cost something or that they were not 
necessary, and it was not until several 
cases were made against persons for build- 
ing without permits that the builders com- 
plied with the law. The office at present is 


cost of 


an office holder in the city who does more 
work than the building inspector, 

The city has been a great gainer in the 
estabiishment of this office. The fire loss 
has been less than in a number of years, 
better buildings are erected and the ignor- 
ant persons who know nothing of buildings 
are protected. 

Mr. Pittman said vesterday that one of 
the greatest needs of the city is a larger 
tire department. “‘The city has entirely 
outgrown the department,” he said, ‘‘and 
is still growing. Some _ portions of 
the city are almost completely without 
fire protection. With the erection of a 
couple of new engine houses this would 
not be the case, and the city could lay just 
claims to the best equipped and the finest 
fire department in the United Statcs.”’
